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NOTES ON AN 
OLD TIMETABLE 


We we're not altogether sure 
which flag to wave in the cause 
of more Canadian model railroad 
kits. we must sympathize with our 
northern neighbors over’ several 
problems uniquely Canadian. First, 
prices on model railroad merchandise 
in Canada are high, caused not only 
by high tariffs but also by the fact 
that the Canadian dollar is, at this 
writing, pegged at 92.5c of the USS. 
dollar. But high prices aren’t the only 
gripe. Most modelers can live with 
high prices if that is the situation. 

At the recent Hobby Show in Chi- 
cago, just about every Canadian 
dealer passing through was bugging 
us for more freight and passenger 
cars painted and lettered for Ca- 
nadian roads. Locos are no great 
problem thanks to Frew & Gordon 
and Pacific Fast Mail imports of 
steam power. plus the standard de- 
signs of EMD. Alco. and FM diesels. 
some of which duplicate models used 
or actually made in Canada. 

Perhaps some of the Canadian 
problems stem from _ distribution 
problems but there is a good sprin- 
kling of Canadian roads in the 
rosters of the major HO manufac- 
turers. Tyco has streamlined CPR 
passenger cars. Model Die Casting 
has a CN ore ear. Ulrich offers two 
CP flat cars. Tyco offers a CN ca- 
boose and a TH&B box car. George 
Tavlor of Ontario offers gondola kits. 

From Athearn comes a CN rotary 
snow plow. CN box car, reefer, and 
caboose. Ambroid has an 8-hatch 
reefer. Central Valley offers an old 
time Michigan Central-Canada South- 
ern box car. And from Varney, a CN 
flat car and CPR ore car. There are 
other cars also. 

The greatest lack appears to be in 
ears other than box and flat car 
types. Canadians want hopper cars 
and stock cars, gondolas and auto 
cars. Additionally they want road 
names other than CN and CPR. 

One immediate source of help is the 
decal. Champion and Walthers both 
offer HO and O decals for many 
other Canadian National and Ca- 
nadian Pacific cars and locos. Other 
road names available include Ontario 
Northland; Central Vermont and 
Grand Truck; Quebec. North Shore 
& Labrador: Toronto. Hamilton & 
Buffalo; British American Oil Co.; 
Quebec Central; Canada Southern; 
and others. 

If more pre-painted road names 
on specific cars are wanted. the an- 
swer is to come up with some volume 
orders for needed equipment. We 
think the Canadian model railroad 
industry can get what it really wants. 
Canadian modelers deserve no less.

What we are trying to do is 
present as highly accurate a repro- 
duction of the original as possible.

Any means justifies the end. 

The argument dates back to the in- 
ception of modeling itself. I can re- 
member some 35 years ago when I 
walked off with the top honors of 
the Model Engineer’s Society of San 
Francisco with an inferior model of 
the C. P. Huntington, because Rollin 
Lobaugh’s superb half inch scale 
Pullman was disqualified on the 
basis that he was a professional. 

At that time, Lobaugh used about 
as much equipment as I do now, 
probably did not build more models 
than I do now, but he did offer them 
for sale. I do not do that to this date 
—but I am not above selling one of 
Southern Pacific on a custom basis 
for quite a few bucks. So I’m an 
amateur. At times I have been known 
to write an article for RMC. I’m still 
an amateur! 

Back in the ’30’s, I could conscien- 
tiously have listed parts going into 
any of my locomotives as: wheel 
castings, Lobaugh or Ashley or Alex- 
ander. Motor by K&D. Gears from 
Boston Gear Works. That would be 
it. As many older readers of RMC 
must have realized, some mighty fine 
models resulted—BUT NO WHERE 
NEAR AS GOOD—as the model 
which today reads: Wheel castings, 
Lobaugh. Valve and motion by Lo- 
baugh or Kemtron or Walthers, or 
joint effort by Don Graff and any of 
several other modelers and now of- 
fered in lost wax by Some Model 
Company. And with gear boxes by 


















Lobaugh, and boiler detail by Cal 
Scale or Kemtron or Central Loco; 
couplers by Monarch and _ poilot 
sometimes built up but more likely 
commercially made. 

Thinking back honestly, about the 
only real scratch building associated 
with a locomotive today is turning 
the boiler and making the main- 
frame, and maybe the side rods. Why 
bother with the rest? You can buy 
them complete for the cost of the 
raw materials and a small item such 
as a valve may otherwise entail 32 
hours work. I know, I’ve made 
masters. Why fool around? The lost 
wax part is far better than the part 
you can afford to try to make. Life 
is simply too short to allow one to 
brag “while some parts aren’t quite 
as good as you'll find on that model, 
I made every cotton picking one of 
them myself.” Nuts! 

The best model, is quite frankly 
that model which is the closest and 
most accurate replica of the real 
thing, and which may someday be- 
come a museum piece representing 
that piece of equipment. 

How you go about producing it, is 
merely a handicap—however unfair 
—with which you burden yourself. 

T’ll admit, I often feel that the 
Japanese master craftsman—which 
he must be—he made it by hand, 
there’s no short cut, should often be 
the real holder of the trophy which 
has been usurped by the super de- 
tailer, even as the craftsman who 
made Cal Scale’s Air Brake set de- 
serves the “ahs” and “ohs,” which I 
get when I use the castings for which 
he made the masters. 

The answer is your own. If you 
build for competition only, I and a 
lot of other former competition build- 
ers regret that you have not yet ar- 
rived at the far more genuine pleas- 
ure of building, not for recognition,

tries in earlier contests, and have the 
benefit of each other’s knowledge 
during the actual process of scoring. 
While it is possible that one or two 
of them might miss noting that a 
model was purchased or kit-based 
rather than completely built-up, the 
odds of the entire group being de- 
ceived are very slim. Most of these 
men could probably identify about 
90% of the entries as to source and 
their areas of experience overlap so 
as to eliminate any loopholes. 

... While I believe that some minor 
adjustments might be desirable .. .

period of time .. . the present sys- 
tem has stood the test of consider- 
able time already.

If the winner in 
this instance used a Japanese model 
for a base, the winner must have 
been truly outstanding in the many 
other point areas.

w= Divergent viewpoints, with Jim 
Bussinger advocating handicapping 
of imports, Don Graff saying that the 
final model is the thing regardless of 
what enters therein, and other read- 
ers somewhere betwixt. Handicapping 
of imports would also require handi- 
capping of any model using domestic 
parts such as motors, Cal-Scale and 
Kemtron and other lost waz fittings, 
Northeastern wood, decals and rub- 
on lettering, and perhaps even bottled 
model railroad paint. Every modeler 
hopes to score high in any model con- 
test, especially when the builder 
knows his model is good. Having 
judged the RMC Trophy for orig- 
inality in craftsmanship at Philadel- 
phia in 1964, we had a good chance 
to look over all the models with the 
RMC trophy almost ending up as a 
tie. Never before have we seen so 
many outstanding models in one 
room, yet I doubt if there was one 
single completely scratch-built model 
in competition. If the judges gave 
lst place to a converted Japanese 
model, we would guess that the win- 
ner was outstanding. We were only 
glad that we had only the RMC 
Trophy to judge, in which almost 
anything goes if it meets that orig- 
inality in craftsmanship requirement. 

Ultimately, the entrants must all 
abide by the rules in any contest, 
which means that the decision of the 
judges is final. With divergent opin- 
ion in what makes an outstanding 
model, judges can vary in picking 
what they feel is the best model. Our 
own feeling is that this is a healthy 
situation and if we lose this year, 
there is always the fall or spring 
convention in which to try again. Ed.

New from Atlas Tool Company is 
a new line of flexible rubber road- 
bed which replaces the former Atlas 
cork roadbed. With the new rubber 
roadbed, it is no longer necessary 
to have the roadbed split in halves 
when bending the roadbed for curves. 
Modelers having layouts using cork 
roadbed can convert to the new ma- 
terial for all future expansion. Tex- 
ture of the new material simulates 
the real thing. Coloring is a proto- 
typical grayish-tan. A comprehensive 
report of this new roadbed and sug- 
gestions on its use is found elsewhere 
in this issue’s Test Track. 

Also new from Atlas is a line of 
twenty detailed plastic structure 
kits, imported from West Germany.

Ambroid’s new crystal clear Am- 
broid fast drying cement is a com- 
panion to the familiar amber colored 
Ambroid and is not intended to re- 
place the amber colored cement. For 
modelers, the new cement has es- 
sentially the same characteristics and 
may be used interchangeably with 
the amber formulation. Ambroid’s 
Art Laneau opened up a 35 year old 
tube of Ambroid for us and squeezed 
it out of the tube, just as fresh as 
the day it was made! A built-up 
model of the new Ambroid ACF 
Center Flow Tank Car was on dis- 
play. Coming up is a 1914 vintage 
Riverside Oil Tank Car using North- 
eastern’s new corrugated siding. An- 
other 2-in-1 kit of two 70 ft. pulp 
wood cars will be available probably 
in late March. 

Plasticville, U.S.A. has two new 
easy-to-assemble business structures 
with several features useful to the 
model rail. The side walls of these 
structures: a drive-in bank and a 
men’s shop, are interchangeable. The 
drive-in wall of the bank can be 
added to either side of the bank 
building. Secondly, the two buildings 
have perfectly flat walls permitting 
them to be put up flush, one against 
the other. Both are modern one story 
buildings. The O-S Plasticville line 
has been discontinued, at least for 
the present. 

Wonder Products, Inc., is a new 
firm with a gadget called the “Won- 
der Cutter.” Designed to cut through 
styrofoam, it also slices easily through 
other types of plastic such as used 
in model railroad cars and struc- 
tures. Available in battery and cord 
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powered versions. This tool is worth 
looking into. 

Permacraft’s Jim WHanuosky has 
come up with a tunnel portal kit that 
eliminates the old problem of having 
plaster tunnel portals break in ship- 
ment. Permacraft’s new kit lets you 
make HO tunnel portals right at 
home in a special plastic mold using 
Perma-Cla. The plastic mold can be 
used repeatedly to make as many 
tunnel portals as you can_ use. 
Permacraft also manufactures other 
scenic materials useful in making 
lightweight terrain for the model 
railroad layout. 

Athearn has also been active with 
a series of new RP-25 equipped spec- 
ial box car kits: Toledo, Peoria & 
Western, Western Pacific “The West- 
ern Way,” Frisco, New Haven, Na- 
tional Cylinder Gas, Linde Gas Pro- 
ducts, Delaware & MHudson, Erie- 
Lackawanna, Nickel Plate Road, and 
Rio Grande. Also new is a 40 ft. 
Dubuque Packing reefer, and three 
50 ft. auto cars: UP “Automatic Rail- 
way,” Frisco, and L&N “Dixieline.” 
A new lighting kit for passenger cars 
replaces the kits previously offered. 

Ulrich’s freight car line has been 
upgraded through introduction of 
metal RP-25 wheels on all Ulrich 
freight car trucks. Ulrich specializes 
in hopper car types, none of which 
are presently offered by any other 
supplier: offset side triple hopper, 
standard twin hopper, offset side 
twin hopper. A composite 52 ft. gon- 
dola is also available, plus a general 
service gondola, standard and truss 
rodded flat cars, and a track clean- 
ing car. Ulrich recently revamped 
their line of 410-M railroad paints,

ready to research your projects and be ready for lots of converting and scratch building. 





F THE many different periods 

open to the railroad modeler, few 
offer the challenge, excitement, and 
atmosphere of the Gay Nineties. By 
then railroading had reached stand- 
ards of construction readily recogniz- 
able and not unfamiliar to us present 
day modelers. Passenger car con- 
struction had arrived at its peak of 
greatness. Steam locomotives also 
were recognizable and many of the 
era lasted through to the last days 
of steam fifty and sixty years later. 
It was an era in which people were 
being emancipated by electricity, 
telephones, talking machines, and 
street cars. And it was an innocent 
era, in which the winning of the west 
was still paramount in importance to 
most Americans. 

My model of the Grandview Hotel 
is the first in what will be a typical 
town of the 1890 era, nestled near 
the seashore. My town is called 
Stonybrook, after the one in Long 
Island. 

The hotel model was built in HO 
on a piece of pressed cardboard re- 
inforced with a wooden frame mea- 
suring 22x32 inches. Next to the 
hotel is the dance hall and Grand 
View Gardens. For the gardens, I’ve 
tried to capture some of the past 
glories of the old beer gardens where 
folks young and old went on hot 
summer nights for music, dancing, 
and conversation. Along side the 
dance hall is a bandstand with 
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The dance hall and Grand View Gardens are adjacent to the hotel. 
Beer gardens have all but vanished today; were fun for the entire 
family, especially in the days of Irish and German immigrants. 


A single truck deck roofed open end trolley swings around the 
busy intersection in front of the hotel, worrying the driver of 
the-flivver alongside, Autos are becoming plentiful by 1910, 
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Closeups of the beer garden show the tables scattered among the 
trees as couples dance and waiters scurry by with orders and 
steins. In the bandstand, an oompah group is ready to make music. 





oompah band all spruced up in their 
red uniforms ready to strike it up 
in the best Deutschmeister and Sauer- 
kraut tradition. 

I have over sixty figures, most of 
which are Weston mini-figures, on 
just this one piece of real estate, 
sitting and standing around the 
twenty scratchbilt tables. The dance 
pavilion is completely surrounded by 
tall shade trees. 

Detailing includes the tables and 
chairs, couples dancing, busy waiters 
and even the old barrel ready to 
dispense brew. 

If you lift the chimney located up 
the upper right rear corner of the 
hotel you’ll find a Weston Flexible 
Freddie, plumbers tools and_ all, 
walking into the bathroom just as 
the Young Lady-by-the-lake is step- 
ping out of her bath. 

My biggest problem was in trying 
to find a variety of figures to fill my 
requirements. The Westons came to 
the rescue with many suggestions, 
enabling me to triple the variety of 
figures. For example, the sweater 
girl modified with wood filler and 
a flick or two of the brush, became a 
young lady with a bussle. 

Trees were made using lichen, cop- 
per wire and wood filler. The fire 
house was inspired from one visible- 
from the RMC editorial offices at 
Ramsey, New Jersey. And across the 
street is a new group of stores in- 
cluding an old Jahns Ice Cream Par- 
lor and Wilson’s Pharmacy. 

Transportation is modern, electric 
railways cars providing regular serv- 
ice, and the cobble stone streets are 
the latest thing. There’s even talk of

piles. But I think your rig will some 
how struggle along. 

When loaded, the car is lowered 
by a winch (figs. 14-16) into a pit 
(fig. 13) that is filled with creosote. 
After a sufficient period of immer- 
sion, the car is hauled out and un- 
loaded by the same methods de- 
scribed. Today, incidentally, wood is 
also treated for preservation under 
high pressure in tanks, providing 
deeper and faster penetration of the 
preservative. 

This model was built of styrene, 
requiring somewhat different tech- 
niques from the wood construction I 
normally employ. The text therefore 
deals with styrene construction and 
you wood users can adapt the tech- 
niques accordingly as per my prev- 
ious articles. Needless to say, but I’ll 
say it anyway, bristol and brass can 
also be used if preferred.

Construction 

Lets begin with the shed (fig. 1). 
Build up the four walls of the shed 
and cut out two openings for the 
door and window. Construct them 
according to standard design; put 
the panes in (clear acetate) with pin- 
points of epoxy or Walthers Goo. 

Construct the roof (fig. 2) using 
the dimensions from the previous 
drawing and developing an asphalt 
roof texture by coating an .020 sheet 
of styrene with the liquid cement 
and working a rough texture into the 
surface with a tapered dowel (fig. 
3). When the surface is fairly hard- 
ened, add the fascia strips about the 
edges. Drill an opening for the 
smokejack to insure friction fit and 
secure with epoxy. 

Now we need two columns to sup- 
port the front end of the shed. Put 
this assembly aside. 

Here’s where we build the block 
car itself. Check out figs. 5 through 
8. These drawings show everything

tion and extremely sharp edges for 
cutting. 

Begin the car by first cutting out 
two end frames as shown in fig. 9. 
Cut out the inner contour first from 
a sheet of styrene stock and sand to 
smooth right angle surfaces. Now cut 
the outer shapes and sand again. 
Build up the inner details on each 
end as per fig. 10. Between fig. 8 
and fig. 11 you will gleen enough 
data to construct the frame or under- 
body detail. To this add the two ends 
and allow to set thoroughly to maxi- 
mum hardness. 

The two “door” ends are now ce- 
mented in place before the stringers 
are added as shown in fig. 12. Go 
ahead here with the stringers and 
remember that the strips must be of 
uniform width and oqui-distant in 
mounting position. Each strip must 
fit exactly between the car ends and 
yet be infinitesimally oversize in 
order to friction fit while drying and 
to compensate for a certain amount 
of dissolution of the plastic itself due 
to the application of solvent. Before 
closing it up insert some “raw” ties.

Add the vertical strips, hinges, 
plates and other side detail (extern- 
al). The lock bar that secures on 
either side of the car with chain. 

The chain and the detail that con- 
sists of a half link mounted on the 
side of the lower frame fitted with 
a ring (link) are secured by soften- 
ing the surface of the plastic where 
the detail is to be added and then 
pressing the metal part in. Forceps 
are a must here. The center plate 
on the end frames must be drilled to 
secure the long chain (for hauling 
the car up and lowering it). 

The wheels and affiliate assemblies 


_ are next (see fig. 4). Eight are need- 


ed and they are fairly easy to make 
with a leather punch (it will have 
the specified diameters). They are 
of styrene. For O gauge the various 
discs will have to be hand cut or HO 
wheels (of styrene) substituted. Each 
wheel is mounted on a trapezoidal 
column of heavy stock. Axles are of 
wire and are secured in the same 
manner as the chain.

sand to a slight bevel as in fig 16. 
This should obscure the seams and 
give the “block” the appearance of 
poured concrete. Last is the “winch 
lever” which is simply constructed 
as in fig. 17. Cement this directly to 
the platform but against the “motor” 
(which is attached in exactly the 
same manner as the chain) so that 
it appears to be attached to that 
unit. Put aside. 
The Creosote Pit 

Construct the pit as shown in fig. 
13. Although not seen in the draw- 
ing, the model has a solid base of 
the heavier plastic to which a sheet 
of acetate is either press fitted or 
moored by a series of notches and 
tabs the location and size of which 
are arbitrary. Before adding the ace- 
tate (which is to simulate the sur- 
face of the creosote) the upper sur- 
face of the aforementioned base 
sheet must be painted dark brown 
and allowed to dry thoroughly. Add 
the inclined portion of the deck (in 
prototype the incline would continue 
down to the bottom of the pit) and 
the “tracks.” 
The Storage Tank 

Form a tube of .020 plastic to the 
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Helicopter pilot's view of the cresoting plant. A railroad siding 
should be run alongside the tank side of the model, permitting easy 
dumping of untreated ties, easy refilling of the cresote tank, and 
easy removal of the treated ties to storage or use on the system.

Secure 
the Selley “dome” on the upper deck 
with epoxy. Run a “pipe” into the 
ground and you have a storage tank 
for the pit. Of course, any old tank 
ear could be used (on improvised 
supports) or perhaps you would like 
to add a regular storage tank that 
is commercially available in either 
built up or kit form. There are many 
excellent choices available. 

Tie Loads, The Crane, and Painting 

The tie loads are the essence of 
simplicity as all tie loads are. Make 
about nine or ten of them. As you 
can see, twelve of them are cement- 
ed together as shown in fig. 20 and 
then tied with thread into bundles. 
Stain half of them and leave the rest 
natural. 

The crane that I used was a Sel- 
ley casting. Of the three models 
available in 5’, 7’ and 9’ heights the 
second seems of proper height to 
handle the required function here

The shed gets painted a concrete 
grey or tan color. Weather with flat 
black drybrushing and leave door 
and window white but weathered. 
Roof deck is flat black, smokejack 
silver and flat brown roof fascia and 
support columns. 

Finish the winch platform the 
same color as the shed. Drum and 
motor (including operating lever) 
gets painted flat black and the drum 
is Tuscan red with flat black dry- 
brushing. 

The storage tank is aluminum 
painted and then washed with thin 
mixes of flat brown, black, and red. 

The pit is painted medium brown 
and then washed or drybrushed with 
flat black but always bearing in 
mind that the edges of the pit must 
be considerably lighter in hue than 
the color of the pit base (painted 
earlier). Track are silver and dry- 
brushed with brown.

Paint the wheels of the block car 
silver and when dry mask off with 
tape and spray the entire car with 
satin brown (I used Pactra). Spray- 
ing is the only way to do a neat job 
and still cover the myriad of nooks 
and crannies in the model. Dry 
brush the wheels with the same color. 
Drybrush the entire model now 
with flat black. Drybrush a little 
Tuscan red onto the hauling chain. 
The hinges on the car are another 
good spot to simulate rust. 

To install the various components 
necessary to this operation consult 
the photos as to proper location. A 
3/8” deep recess must be cut or 
chiseled out to accept the “pit” and 
a 3/32” hole must be drilled for the 
crane. The car is simply set on the 
track and the long chain drawn up . 
to and under the drum on the winch 
assembly. It should terminate im- 
perceptively of course, so as to ap- 
pear to be wrapped around the 
drum. The “ground” the area should 
be creosote colored. For realism, the 
scene is a natural on a spur. 

You might like to construct the 
pit and track within a shed, as is 
oftimes done in protype and a fence 
around the area is almost required 
to prevent someone from stumbling 
into our pit ... on a rather dark 
evening. aa

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Chances are your model railroad town lacks a 
good old fashioned barber shop, complete with 
revolving pole, white coated barbers, and tub. 
This one builds easily from wood and castings. By

AC ONE time a barbershop of even 
the slightest pretension would 
have deemed it folly to attempt bus- 
iness without the identifying device 
of a barber pole. And none of your 
little miniature ones such as are 
sometimes seen in this day, but a full 
length revolving job with a lighted 
globe at the top. But this, alas and 
alack, seems to have gone the way 
of the railroad water tank and the 
cigar store Indian. Today, barber- 
shops are more likely to be found 
tucked away in office buildings or 
hidden in shopping centers, and sc 
are seldom found in buildings of 
their own. 

And so it was I found myself 
tempted to house my favorite shop 
as I fancied it might have looked at 
some time during its century of ser- 
vice. For although the owners and 
locations have varied down through 
the years, the name has survived, 
and along with it the traditional jol- 
lity and service of its founder. It 
still has that relaxing atmosphere, 
free of spit and chrome and hustle 
and bustle. My model shop is only 
a two chair shop, I having removed 
one of the three to make way for the 
backroom bath. One of my fondest 
memories has to do with those Sat- 
urday night barbershop baths, avail- 
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able for 25c, which then happened 
also to be the going rate for hair- 
cuts. For a buck you could get the 
works and all the smelly stuff. 
Now, for less than the price of one 
of those old time haircuts you can 
build and equip this barber shop in 
HO. Or, for the price of today’s hair- 
cut you can build, equip and people 
it. That takes into consideration four 
unpainted Flexible Freddies by West- 
on for $1.20. My once-a-month hair- 
cut is $1.50... if your twice a month 
clip is double that or more, then by 
some cockeyed logic you should be 
able to afford some waiting room 
chairs instead of the bench I’ve used. 
Anyway, dress up two of those Fred- 
dies in white coats and let them do 
the barbering, stretch another out in 
the barber chair with a cloth over 
him and lather his face, then let the 
remaining one sit and read a news- 
paper. 
Here’s all it takes to put shop—in 
HO: 
15” 1/8” sheet balsa, 4” wide 
6” 1/16” sheet balsa, 3” wide 
12” 1/32” sq. stripwood. 
Clear plastic for windows and 
some brick paper. 
Note that this here Southern boy 
still likes his balsa sheet, along with 
black eyed peas and hawg fat drip-

pings. Even I have to admit that 
Northeastern scribed sheetwood and 
strips makes the job easier albeit a 
smidgeon more expensive. 

The foundation, which is of %” 
balsa, 1514’ x 32’, includes 7’ of side- 
walk and curb in front, as may be 
seen in the Fig. 1 floor plan. The 
shop itself is 151%’ x 25’. It was orig- 
inally intended to be 15’x 25’, but 
somewhere along the line a gremlin 
slipped an extra 6” to the width and 
I was stuck with it. Over the founda- 
tion is laid the floor of 1/16” balsa, 
131%’ x 23’, which is then scribed 
and stained. 

We can dispose of the sidewalks 
quickly. I didn’t think it necessary 
to show a side elevation as there 
are no windows, no nothing but two 
plain walls to be cut from %” balsa, 
16’x 23’. They fit inside the end 
walls. 

The rear wall or end may be 
15%’ x16’, the same height as the 
side walls, or 15%’x17’ and given 
the same shape as the front, as shown 
in Fig. 2. It doesn’t really matter. 
One door opening here, 3’x7’, as 
shown in the floor plan, Fig. 1, and 
which when cased will take a door 
2%’x6%’. If you’re.really fastidious 
and want a window opening off the 
bathroom, why that’s up to you. 

It is the front in which all the 
work is centered. Cut it 15%’x17’ 
of 4%” balsa, shape the top as shown 
in Fig. 2, adding a facing trim of 
1/32” balsa, then paint it a cement 
color. At each side of the front (A) 
(A) strips of 1/32” balsa, 18” x 1544’ 
are cemented to give the effect of 
columns. Now, cut out the front win- 
dow openings all in one _ piece, 
9’x 12%’, leaving 3’ of brick wall at 
the bottom. Next, cut from 1/16” 
balsa, a piece 3%4’x 13%’, notch two 
front corners and insert it from the 
rear into the window opening to fit 
flush with the front (B) Fig. 2, di- 
viding the upper window space from 
the lower display windows. This 
should give an opening (C) 
2%’x 12%’ and when the strip is 
cemented in place it will extend 
rearward and furnish the top support 
for the door frame. Using 1/32” sq 
stripwood, cement trim around the 
opening with two short intersecting 
pieces—this will give the effect of 
three upper windows. One piece of 
acetate about 2%’ x 12%4’ can then be 
fitted from the inside. 

Now for the window display floor 
or base which should be the same 
height as the brick wall across the 
front. This will require a piece of 
balsa 2%’ wide, 13%’ long, by 2%’ 
deep. This can be made by cement- 
ing two %” and one 3/32” pieces to- 
gether and cutting to required size. 
Install this in one piece (A) (A) Fig. 
1, just inside the brick wall, and at 
the same time cementing the front 
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into position on the foundation. Do 
not, however, apply cement in the 
center area where (B) the doorway 
will presently be cut out. With the 
front solidly in position, make two 
clean straight slices with a razor 
blade (C) (C) - (C) (C) Fig. 1, mak- 
ing the outside opening 5%’ wide, 
narrowing to 3’ at the inside. Since 
the floor comes only to the inner 
dotted line it will be necessary to 
add a small bit of flooring in the 
doorway. I faced the cuts just made 
with 1/16” balsa, each about 2%’x 
344’, beveling the ends, then inserted 
door frames of 1/32” x 1/16” strip- 
wood, insetting the top ends into the 
overhead support (B) Fig. 2, and 
which can be seen in the photograph 
of the interior. The photograph of 
the front shows the doorway before 
the door was installed. A small strip

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of balsa is cemented across the top 
of the door opening (D) Fig. 2 to 
bring it down to an opening of 2%’x 
7%’. The door of this size is made 
from cardboard stock, with an open- 


ing for glass 18”x60”. After the 
door is cemented in place attach a 
piece of acetate in back of the open- 
ing and insert a brass pin for a door- 
knob. 

Cut the plastic or acetate for the 
display windows (I used plastic 
about 1/64” thick) each of the two 
about 6’x 6%’. scoring with a razor 
blade where the bend comes. Add a 
trim of 1/32’ sq. stripwood around 
the openings, then insert the windows 
from the inside. The intersecting 
strip of trim at the corners may then 
be cemented to the windows. 

All that’s left of the front now is 
the barber pole and the awning. The 
barber pole may be made from any 
¥y” round material, cut to 7’ length 
and painted white. Since it is prac- 
tically impossible (for me, at least) 
to paint the narrow red and blue 
stripes, I made them in the follow- 
ing manner. Taking tissue from a 
stamp book (any thin paper will do) 
I cut two strips about 1/32” wide and 
about 2 inches long. I painted one a 
bright red and the other a blue. With 
cement, tack one end of one of the 
strips, at a 45 degree angle, to one 
end of the pole. Tack the other strip, 
at a similar angle, to the opposite 
side of the pole. Coat the back of 
both strips for half an inch or so 
with cement, then begin wrapping 
the two strips in unison around the

paint. 


pole, keeping them about 1/32” apart, 
allowing that much white to show 
between the two colors. Continue 
coating and wrapping until com- 
pleted, then encircle top and bottom 
with narrow strips and gild them 
gold. Add a dime store pearl with 
cement or a pin, paint it white, and 
the pole is ready for installation. You 
just might have to make a couple in 
order to get a good finished product. 

The awning, 514’ x 13%’, is fashion- 
ed from thin paper, painted in red, 
white and blue stripes and is sup- 
ported by frames which are bent 
from wire as shown in (D) Fig. 2 
and which are pressed into the front. 

Now for the interior. Each side 
wall has a foil mirror, framed with 
stripwood or balsa, 7’x 14’, set 3%’ 
up from the bottom edge, or 3’ from 
the floor when the walls are in posi- 
tion. There’s a narrow shelf at the 
lower edge of the mirror where the 
barbers work. You can place here 
different shapes and colors of beads 
representing mugs and bottles. Well 
now ... if you’ve already got the 
mirrors up. let them stay and paint 
around them. Otherwise better paint 
the interior first. I used a light green, 
the same color as the window trim 
and such woodwork in the front as 
stands out from the brick. You may 
as well set up and cernent into place 


one side wall now before continuing 
with the interior detailing. 

The chairs are quite simply made 
of balsa and cardboard (this latter 
for the footrest only) to the dimen- 
sions shown in the drawing and 24” 
wide, and painted black with gray 
trim. The rounded arms on mine are 
cut from one of those 5c plastic 
doilies you find in dime stores. A 
bent pin will do, making sure to 
leave enough width for customers to 
fit into. A pin is run through from 
the underside of the floor and into 
the base of the chair, allowing it to 
revolve or to be removed easily. A 
clock, a calendar, and such small 
posters as you can dream up may 
now be put on the walls. I played it 
cheap and made one 14’ bench do 
for the waiting customers, but West- 
on arm chairs would add class to the 
joint. 

As to the Flexible Freddies, they 
may be put together and adjusted to 
any desired position. I cut out a coat 
for each of the barbers, cemented it 
in place and added white paint to 
the armsleeves. I used a thickness of 
facial tissue for the cloth that is 
thrown over the customer. 

The photograph of the shop’s in- 
terior does not show the two back 
rooms. In order to have a bathroom 
I had to sacrifice one barber chair, 
which wasn’t too bad since there 
were only two barbers on the pay- 
roll. The floor plan shows the rooms 
as they are, complete with toilet and 
bathtub in one room, stove in the 
other, and a washbowl added in the 
main room for the convenience of 
the barbers. As I made the rear par-

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Poor Man’s TRANSISTOR THROTTLE 


alia years ago a_ transistor 
throttle was installed at the 
Summit-New Providence HO Rail- 
road Club for testing. Although the 
members were intrigued by built-in 
inertia on starting and by the long 
coast controlled by a brake, these 
features were in the gadget class as 
they do nothing more than the en- 
gineer can do by proper throttle 
handling. But the transistor throttle 
tested had another feature, one even 
today not generally available, which 
permitted very low speeds and gave 
smooth control at these speeds with- 
out the noise and heating of con- 
ventional pulse power. Shaping the 
output waveform was the secret. This 
feature of the transistor throttle was 
desired by the Club as it could not be 
duplicated even by the most careful 
handling of existing controls. How- 
ever transistor throttles were expen- 
sive, complicated, and required the 
scrapping of existing cabs. The idea 
of transistor throttles was therefore 
abandoned. 

A way has now been found to get 
the same precise control at low 
speeds merely by adding a capacitor 
in the right place in a conventional 
rheostat power pack. This means the 
Club can get the desired advantage 
of a transistor throttle just by making 
a simple, inexpensive change to its 
existing cabs—truly a poor man’s 
transistor throttle! In testing this 
new arrangement it was found that 
a locomotive whose slowest possible 
sustained speed with conventional 
power was six feet in 13 seconds 
(28 mph scale) could be throttled 
down to one foot in six minutes 
(1/6 mph scale) after the capacitor 
had been added. Even more im- 
portant, control of acceleration was 
much better. With conventional 
power it is necessary to cut back 
quickly on the throttle to avoid a 
sudden lunge when the motor breaks 
loose. With the new arrangement the 
locomotive makes no such lurch. 

Fig. 1 shows a conventional rheo- 
stat-type power pack and the way a 
capacitor is connected to gain this 
great improvement of low-speed 
control. The capacitor should be at 
least 100 mf at 30 volts, the higher 
the better but there is nothing at all 
critical about the capacitor. Capa- 
citors of this size are electrolytic and 
must be connected with their posi- 
tive terminal to the positive terminal 
of the rectifier as indicated. 

The way this capacitor works is 
interesting. Fig. 2 shows the con- 
ventional full-wave rectified output

of a power pack. The rheostat con- 
trols speed by changing the voltage 
and current but the wave shape is 
always the same. When we put a ca- 
pacitor across the rheostat, part of the 
current to locomotive goes through the 
capacitor charging it. A charged ca- 
pacitor has a voltage across its termi- 
nals and can be thought of as a bat- 
tery. So in Fig. 3 the power pack 
diagram is redrawn and a variable- 
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voltage battery substituted for the 
rheostat and capacitor. Now the rec- 
tifier cannot supply current to the 
locomotive until the transformer 
voltage exceeds the battery voltage 
for a rectifier will only conduct when 
the voltages applied to it are of the 
correct polarity. Therefore only the

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How Much Track? 


by the layout doctor 


eee a week goes by that 
some one doesn’t ask for a tabula- 
tion of the amount of various types 
of track required to build such and 
such a layout found in some back 
issue of RMC. This has often led me 
to print with a layout drawing a 
tabulation of parts required. As often, 
I have omitted such a table, especial- 
ly with such a large odd-shaped pike 
as, say, the Kentucky Great South- 
ern in the Feb. 1964 RMC. Probably 
nobody, not even the fellow who is 
building it, will build the layout 
exactly as drawn; others will have 
to revise it to suit their table and 
switches available. Should you omit 
one switch from a layout, you’ll need 
a foot extra trackage, minus the 
length of the siding not built: Should 
you add a switch, you'll need that 
much less main line track but ad- 
ditional siding track. Lengthening, 
shortening, widening, narrowing, ex- 
tending, compressing a layout plan 
all very the exact amount of track 
you'll need. It could very well be 
that a careful measurement will in- 
dicate that you can manage with just 
so many yards of track or roadbed, 
yet practical considerations will re- 
quire more, for otherwise one part 
might be made up of numerous short 
pieces salvaged from cut-down pieces 
—quite impracticable. 

Changing from _ sectional track 
terminal-sections for attaching wires, 
to soldered leads from power pack 
to track will alter tabulations. So 
will changing ridii of curves or 
changing the frog # of switches. 

So what I very often tell people is 
“count the sections.” This is so easy, 
if you can count your fingers, count 
track sections and switches. But I do 
know some of the things that cause 
people to ask for a tabulation of 
track parts. 

For instance, many fellows do not 
know how to tell the difference be- 
tween a right-hand and left-hand 
switch. When they are arranged as 
in fig. 2, with the narrow end of the 
switch toward the looker, it is pretty 
easy to see that when the branch 
goes to the left, it is a LH switch; 
and when it goes to the right, it is a 
RH switch. But when you are looking 
at the wide end of the switch, as in 
fig. 3, it is a little more difficult to 
figure out without turning the page 
completely around. But when you 
-are standing at the wide end, things 
are reversed so that a track coming in 
from the left makes it a RH switch; 
from the right, a LH switch. Of course 
switches lie at various angles on a 
layout drawing, so that you do have 
to move yourself (either in imagina- 
tion or by turning the paper,) to one 
side or the other a little bit. You may 


occasionally find a switch in the 
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shape of a letter Y which swings to 
both right and left but no straight 
ahead as the other switches men- 
tioned. This is a “wye” switch and I 
mark these as such. I also indicate 
on the plan, in the article, or in a 
tabulation what the frog # of a 
switch is, sometimes the make, and 
other information such as whether 
the pike is designed for insulated 
frogs, all-rail frogs, or what. 

Secondly, fellows who inquire of- 
ten do not know just what the radius 
of a certain curve is. I try to mark 
these, as on C.M.&S.V. pike shown 
herewith where 20” and 22” as well 
as 15” radius curves are marked. 
Those not marked are standard 18” R. 
sectional track curves. I assume that 
you assume that sections of track in 
one continuous curve are all the 
same radius unless otherwise marked: 
the 15” radius curve at the left side 
of the “lower branch” is marked so; 
yet at the top of the grade, the curve 
the other side of the insulated rail 
joiners (black blocks) is specially 
marked % x 18” R. Other places 
where curves are marked % or % I 
assume you know it is that fraction 
of 18” R. There are not % x 15” R. 
A few pieces on this pike are marked 
with an asterisk which I will go into 
later on. 

Another thing that I usually as- 
sume—and probably I should not— 
is that double tracks on a scale rail- 
road layout are the “standard” dis- 
tances apart, as standardized by Tru- 
Scale and Atlas roadbed, and plain 
common sense. That is to say, in HO 
gauge, double tracks are 2” apart so 
that you have curves of just even 
number of inches radius: 18”, 20”, 22”, 
24”, and 26” and so on. This parallel 
straights and concentric curves are 
2” center-to-center unless otherwise 
marked. So if you find an old layout 
plan with just one curve marked, of 
many which have same center, the 
other curves will differ from it by 2” 
increments. (In TT gauge, the in- 
erement should be 1%” but is usually 
2”: in S gauge, 3”; in O gauge 4”). 

In some instances. the exact radius 
of a curve does not matter and no 
attempt is made to indicate it. For 
instance, on the C.M.&S.V. layout, 
there are two tracks from the turn- 
table into the parallel track engine 
house with curves in them. These 
can be anything convenient as long 
as they are above 18” radius. On a 
scale layout where you are using 
wooden roadbed, often a bit of any 
reasonable radius curved roadbed 
may be used up in such situations. 

Thirdly, people tend to get lost in 
measuring and counting. In measur- 
ing, you might get one of these map 
measuring devices you roll along a 
road or railroad to get its length,

although so much would have to be 
deducted for each switch. In measur- 
ing track, I find it quite convenient 
to step off actual feet (indicated 
along the edges of my drawings) 
with a compass or divider. On the 
C.M.&S.V. I have done this just on 
the parts I suggest building of flex- 
ible track: the 20” radius curves at 
the ends, and the straight yard tracks. 
These are heavier lines, and I have 
made the ares of a compass all too 
prominent as they are stepped off. It 
is much the same as stepping off the 
radius of a circle, you’ve just drawn, 
around its circumference six times 
in order to make a hexagon: you 
learned it in seventh grade. I hope. 

I do not show it on this plan, but I 
do the same stepping off, with a com- 
pass open to an actual foot on the 
layout, to obtain the length of grades. 
For instance if I find a grade is 16 
ft. long, I know that I can raise my 
track 4” in that length, taking 1” rise 
for every four feet of track, or %4” 
rise per foot of track. Or, I could 
raise the track 3”, letting track rise 
1” in every 5 ft. of track, with one 
spare foot left over to stretch the 
first and last inches of rise out for 
a little better operation. (By the way, 
you should never change your grad- 
ient in the midst of a group of 
switches, or even one switch). I could 
step off actual feet around the whole 
layout, deducting switches, to see 
how much flexible track I needed, if 
I were using that; or to see how much 
cork roadbed I would need. The 
switches would be put on switch- 
blocks of appropriate material. If I 
were using Ready-Track or plain 
wooden roadbed, I could step off 
similarly the amount of straight 
track, deducting not only the switches 
but also the curves which would 
have to be counted by radii. 

There is an error built into this 
system of stepping off by actual feet 
since it takes the short path across _ 
the every curve, you will come out 
a little shy of actual track footage. 
Even stepping off actual half-feet 
(6”) will have some error, though 
less. For that reason it is well to be 
generous with your estimates. You 
do not, as mentioned at beginning of 
this article, want to make one track 
of numerous short odds and ends of 
track—off-cuts as it were. Feet of 
flexible track or roadbed, on a non- 
sectional track layout must of course 
be divided by three feet or two feet 
to see how many three or two foot 
lengths you'll need. 

The Cynwyd, Manayunk & Schuyl- 
kill Valley R.R. (a logical route 
which would be a part of the 
Pennsy’s Norristown branch) is 
really a version of a layout idea u 
have used time and again, and which 
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I think provides “the most” on a

model pike in an average area. The - ; 


space here is five by nine feet, the 
size of a ping-pong table. The first 
part to be built would be a yard- 
lead-oval which has 22” radius curves, 
here shown as sectional track for 
HO. Switches in it are all #4 Custom- 
Line as drawn and wired, and it is 
level. Next to be built would be the 
yard and engine terminal. Straight. 
lengths of flexible track are shown 
for the body tracks of the yard to 
save time and money. The motor 
housings of the Custom-Line switches 
in the yard area have been cut off, 
since manual switches can be used 
there; so only the switch actuating 
levers are left. You'll be right there 
to work them: yard switches are often 


~ hand-thrown you know. One switch 


at lower right is marked with a large 
“S” meaning it is a sectional track 
switch, either Snap- or Tru-Switch, 
also manually operated as indicated 
by the “M.” The turntable can be 
any size up to 12” diameter. Not 
shown are engine service facilities 
coal (or oil), sand, ash, water along 
the lead from yard lead oval to turn- 
table. 

Inside the oval is the main line 
which uses 18” radius sectional track 
curves to rise to a height of 4”, to 
Cynwyd and then drops down again. 
Connected to the main line at two 
places, Manayunk and Cynwyd are 
branch lines. The Lower Branch 
crosses river at Manayunk and takes 
15” R curves and a steeper grade to 
reach Cynwyd, where it has an inter- 
change with the Upper Branch and 
Mine Branch as well as the main 
line. 

You will note that the 20” radius 
curves, concentric with the 22” yard 
lead oval at right and left, are drawn 
with heavy pen and marked off in 
actual feet with obvious arcs. These 
have to be flexible track since there 
are presently no 20” R_ sectional 
curves. They can be laid accurately 
by measuring in 2” from the inner 
rail of the yard lead oval to the 
inner rail of the main line, and by 
using (if you have them) a few of 
Baumgarten’s curve templates. When 
you bend flexible track the inner rail 
always comes up longer than the 
outer rail of the curve. This requires 
evening up to mate with sectional 
track. Do this by sawing the rail with 
a razor saw. It can even be done aft- 
er you have fastened the track in 
place. 

To get back to “getting lost” in 
the counting of trackage, I’d recom- 
mend breaking the counting process 
up into reasonably sized units. On 
the C.M.&S.V. these correspond to 
the control sections expect that the 
yard-lead-oval, and yard and en- 
gine terminal, are counted separately. 
Other than that you have up-hill 
main line to the right, up-hill to the 
left, the lower branch, and the higher 
branches. Thus you can go back and 
re-do your work without having to 
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TERMINAL SEC., Straight........ we 
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go all the way back to the start. A 
logical break-up system as used here 
in Fig. 1 also shows you how many 
pieces of what you’ll need for each 
step of the railroad. Build the yard 
lead oval first and get it in opera- 
tion. Then add the yard. This is all 
flat on the table. Then start up-hill 
from here, in each direction. Then 
add one branch, finally the other 
one. 

Unless you are far from a hobby 
shop, it seems rather foolish for 
you to total up your whole require- 
ments and buy them at one time. 
Even if you are generous in your 
estimates, it could well be that you 
will make minor changes as you go 
along, perhaps get some better ideas, 
both which will throw the count off. 

Now as to the special sections tab- 
ulated, indicated on the plan by large 
asterisks (*). In front of Manayunk 
station and to the right of the turn- 
table, you'll find in the yard lead 
oval sections marked % with the 
asterisk. You could use % x 18” R 
pieces here, the kind that come with 
Snap- and Tru Switches, though this 
would introduce a bit of 18” R into a 
22” R oval. These sections are 10° 
long and if made to 22” R would rep- 
resent 10/22% of a section, or 4/9ths 
of a 22” R section, which you can 
approximate by counting ties. Both 
could be cut from one 22” R curve 
(included in the 15 counted for the 
layout). In the main line to the right 
of the tuntable but nearer the center 
of the table, you’ll see a % section 
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SWITCHES, No. 4 Right Hand.................. 7 
No. 4 Left Hand:.c.. 2

with asterisk. Since this is in 18” R 
curve track, it should be 18” R. % of 
the 30° subtended by a piece of 18” 
R curve is 22%°. You could cut this 
easily by counting ties and mark half 
the piece with a pencil (15°), then 
take half of the remainder to add 
7¥%°, total 22%° or % of an 18’ R 
curve, 

You do not need to make up a 
neat tabulation as I have done, but 
simply mark out a piece of paper 
with a ruler, indicate what kind of 
track you are counting and then, 
across, the part of the layout you are 
counting in. Or you can just count 
the sections on the layout drawing it- 
self, transferring totals to the tabu- 
lation. To keep from counting a piece 
more than once, you can make a 
pencil dot as you count, a different 
color if you recount, or even a prick 
with a compass point. You may make 
a few small mistakes, but as long 
as they are on the side of too much 
rather than too little, no inconveni- 
ence will be caused. I included one 
small mistake in my tabulation. See 
if you can find it. I did not, by the 
way, tabulate the turntable. 

I’ve drawn pairs of wires from 
each of the five terminal sections 
down to the front of the layout and 
labeled each with the letter of that 
control section, which is also used 
in the tabulation. Each of: these pairs 
of wires should be, in time, led 
through a DPDT or reverse switch 
and a rheostat (speed control) to the 
same or different power packs. You 
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could utilize the Atlas control sys- 
tem if you wished, considering the 
left-hand wire from each terminal 
section as the common or C feeder, 
all of which would go together. For 
economy, you could wire block A to 
one control, and all the rest in paral- 
lel to another control. If you added 
a third control, you could let B and 
C, the main line, stay together, and 
put D and E, the branches together. 
Ultimately you would want to have 
the up-hill and down-hill parts of 
the main under separate controls, B 
and C. And you would want to sepa- 
rate the upper and lower branches, 
E and D. Thus five engines could be 
controlled independently. If the GE 
Astrac system is to be used (also 
capable of controlling 5 engines) you 
could omit all insulated rail joints 
and have just one set of feeders. I 
feel, however, that it would still be 
wise to retain wiring as drawn so 
that you could disconnect any con- 
trol block completely for trouble- 


shooting purposes. HO layouts are 
never trouble free, and few things 
are as frustrating as trying to find 
a short circuit in a huge one-block 
railroad. 

The optional insulated rail joiners 
in the yard lead oval to the right of 
the turntable, indicated by hollow 
blocks, would be useful and actually 
needed only if all-rail frog switches 
were used in that oval. If this were 
done, the feeders to block A would 
have to be moved to anywhere be- 
tween Manayunk station, around the 
back, to next to the enginehouse. The 
switch at mid-front to freight sta- 
tion and industry would have to re- 
main insulated frog, but no other 
wiring changes would be required. 

How do you pronounce the road 
name? Kin-wid, Manny-yunk, and 
Skoo-kill Valley, ali three words ac- 
cented on first syllables. A few 
purists say Skool-kill, but usually 
the “L” is silent like the “R” in 
cake. ae

cept at full speed, will appear at the 
output. This results in spaced pulses 
of current which are responsible for 
the good control at low speeds. Un- 
like conventional pulse power, this 
output is always full wave so ex- 
cessive heating and extra noise are 
avoided. 

The capacitor, as mentioned before, 
charges when the locomotive is being 
supplied with current. This means its 
voltage is not constant but increases 
during the charging period. How- 
ever, as soon as the transformer 
voltage drops below the capacitor 
voltage, no more current can be sup- 
plied by the rectifier and the capaci- 
tor discharges through the rheostat. 
The larger the capacity, the less the 
voltage will change during these 
charge and discharge cycles. 

If a single rectifier is used to supply 
two or more rheostats, it is necessary 
to provide an additional diode per 
rheostat. It will be this diode which 
is blocked by the capacitor voltage 
rather than the rectifier diodes since 
the various cabs are probably calling 
for different outputs. Any silicon or 
germanium diode with a current rat-

ing at least that of a single cab and 
a voltage rating of at least 20 will 
do, there is nothing critical about the 
diode either. Fig. 4 shows the loca- 
tion of the diode in a cab circuit: 

When common rail is used with 
common power supplies, as at the 
Summit-New Providence HO Rail- 
road Club, there must be two recti- 
fiers, one for each direction. Direction 
is controlled by connecting to one or 
the other of these rectifiers. It is 
necessary to arrange the cab circuit 
as shown in Fig. 5 so current always 
flows through the cab diode in the 
same direction regardless of the di- 
rection of current supplied to the 
rails. For clarity battery symbols are 
used to represent the 12V D-C power 
supplies and arrows indicate the di- 
rection of currents. At the Club this 
wiring presented no additional com- 
plications because 0-3 Amp. D-C 
meters were already installed and 
current must be supplied to them in 
only one direction also. The diode, 
capacitor, and rheostat function ex- 
actly the same in this circuit as in 
the two preceding. 

Although the capacitor does give 
some inertia to the system, because 
of the high currents and low resist- 
ances involved, it is impractical to 
make the capacitor’ large enough to 
simulate the automatic slow starting 
and stopping of a transistor throttle. 
But this simple, low-cost modifica- 
tion of a conventional rheostat-type 
power pack will give smooth starts 
and low-speed running as good as 
the best transistor throttles and bet- 
ter than many. Indeed you may have 
to watch the ties under the pilot to 
know that the locomotive is moving.

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Truck & Coupler Adjustment

Trucks and couplers are two key factors in the 
smooth operation of any model railroad. Here are 
tips on getting the most out of your own equip- 


ment. 


| a train proceeding aroynd your 
pike derails in the same area time 
after time, you have a right to sus- 
pect the track is at fault; but if a 
different train stays on the rails 
under the same circumstances, then 
look to your cars. Look to your trucks 
and couplers. Just as one bad apple 
can spoil a barrelful, so also one bad 
car, one bad truck, one bad coupler 
can spoil a train by derailing it. You 
must observe very carefully to see 
why there is a repeated derailment. 

Just how tricky this can be is 
shown by the following. Visiting a 
friend’s pike one night, I noted just 
such a persistent derailment at one 
spot. One car came under suspicion, 
but when it was removed from the 
train, the derailments continued with 
its replacement. The track, natural- 
ly? No, in this instance my friend had 
committed a cardinal sin of coupling 
a “Talgo”’—trucked car (one with 
truck-mounted couplers) with one 
with normally mounted couplers. Any 
such combination is likely to derail 
when curves.are sharp, for the truck- 
mounted couplers follow the curves 
more closely, while the ordinary 
couplers swing out—which is o.k. as 
long as the next coupler does. But if 
one cannot swing as much as the 
other, something has to give: if the 
cars do not then uncouple themselves, 
one will be thrown off the rails. 
Usually the situation is borderline, 
not drastic, and the combination can 
be used; again, it will not work. See 
Fig. 1. 

Truck-mounted passenger couplers 
and body mounted freight couplers 
will work together in a train, but 
neither freight or passenger cars 
should be mixed types. 

Care should always be used in in- 
stalling couplers, and in checking 
couplers that come on R-T-R cars. 
The horn type couplers should, for 
example, always spring to the left 
when viewed from the top of the 
car. Yet they should very easily 
flick to the right with the finger: 
hence when: another car with its 
coupler sprung to its left hits the 
first, they will hook together without 
undue pressure and without failure. 
It is so easy for the spring which 
holds the coupler over to become 


fatigued and next to useless, and it is 


even easier to lose such a spring if 
you have occasion to remove the 
coupler. This will let the horn coupler 
flop back and forth, its action be- 
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come unsatisfactory. 

Similarly it is easy, when mounting 
a horn or any coupler to tighten up 
too much, and so impede sidewise 
movement of the coupler. It mightn’t 
be able to spring to the left, or, if 
forced there move reluctantly to the 
right in coupling. It might throw the 
car off the rails passing through an 
uncoupling “ramp” if it cannot ac- 
commodate itself to the squeezing to- 
gether, sidewise, of the couplers (if 
train stops and takes slack, it will 
then uncouple on the ramp). If for 
some reason the mounting becomes 
loose and there is too much up and 
down play, the downward projecting 
hook or lug on the coupler may well 
snag on part of a switch. You can see 
this if you want, or you can run a 
gauge such as a thin metal HO ruler 
under the lug without touching it. 

Currently used couplers have 1/32” 
tolerance in vertical position, but 
should ideally be on the same level 
as checked with a gauge. There is a 
great temptation, if a lug sticks down 
too far, simply to snip it off with 
cutting pliers. I’ve done it. But it is 
not good practice. Far better to raise 
the whole coupler and pocket if you 
can, and, if not, to raise the whole car 
by inserting thin fiber washers. It is 
not very easy to lower a car, though 
sometimes a change in trucks will do 
the job. But you can lower the entire 
coupler pocket, if separate, by putting 
a cardboard or plastic spacer between 
it and the car. When the pocket is an 
integral part of the underbody cast- 
ing, then it must be cut off and a 
separate pocket installed with screws 
or cement as the occasion requires. 
See fig. 2. 

Couplers should not be allowed to 
get in disrepair any more than other 
parts of a railroad. You should have 
available replacement springs and 
other needed parts for whatever 
make(s) of coupler you are using. 
Kadee, for one firm, has little en- 
velopes of such parts available, much 
to their credit. With Kadees, you can

avoid most losses of springs by put- 
ting specks of cement at the anchor 
points of the springs. If you use horn 
couplers, try to standardize on one 
brand on ones YOU install, so that 
the parts problem is not foo big. When 
other brands come on cars, do not re- 
place them until they go bad, then 
use your favorite make. Get used to 
handling the tiny springs that are in 
and around couplers. Don’t be ashamed 
to use tweezers—very light and pointy 
tweezers —, and an eye-glass, in han- 
dling these. It helps keep them from 
disappearing if you run a bright 
thread through a spring before you 
install it. If it snaps away, the thread 
MAY help you see where it went. 

In buying cars and assembling kits, 
or in the course of changing your 
mind about your standard coupler, 
you may be left with a mixed bag of 
couplers on your cars. To change all 
the couplers on all your cars to an- 
other make is costly: X number of 
cars times Y cents per pair often 
mounts up to many dollars, not to 
mention the time and effort involved 
in a changeover. But is is quite “heard 
of” for a model railroad to be using 
two different types of couplers at one 
time. The trick is to have one or more 
cars with Brand A on one end, and 
Brand B on the other end, to use be- 
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tween cuts of cars which are all one 
or the other make. You will of course 
have to have both types of uncou- 
pling ramps, but one make lets you 
use delayed action, then the number 
of ramps is quite reduced. But you 
should try to have one particular 
make and style of coupler on all 
your cars. 

It hasn’t been too many years that 
ramps which squeeze together, spread 
apart, or lift uncoupling pins me- 
chanically were all that was avail- 
able. But now we have magnetic 
“ramps’—actually quite flat — which 
spread or squeeze the steel uncoupling 
pins by magnetism. This seems to be 
all to the good, since there need not 
be anything sticking up between the 
rails. Kadee, has various types of 
ramps for their various couplers, but 
the best invention for main line use 
is the UEM-4 electro-magnetic un- 
coupler (fig. 3) which doesn’t manip- 
ulate the uncoupling pins every time 
a train passes by, ONLY when the 
electro-magnet is energized. It will 
uncouple on the spot Kadee’s MK and 
MKD series, and .delay-uncouple the 
MKD series only. It avoids the possi- 
bility that a train will uncouple acci- 
dentally when stopped on the main 
line with one set of couplers over a 
ramp. 

The delayed action uncoupling, 
mentioned above and elsewhere, cuts 
down on the number of uncouplers 
required. Picture a large yard with 
several tracks. Ordinarily, you would 
need an uncoupler on EACH track. 
But with delayed action, you need an 
uncoupler only on the lead track. This 
is where the uncoupling is done: the 
car is then shoved by the switcher 
and left wherever desired. The 
coupler is set for coupling to what- 
ever next bangs into it. Fig. 4 shows 
this. 

Those who are using Kadee couplers 
or who plan to use them would make 
a good investment by sending for the 
Kadee catalog. This is really a “book,” 
giving instructions for mounting what 
kind of couplers in what situations. 
There is no similar book for horn 
type couplers since they are made 
by several makers and have various 
mountings. If you are using the old 
Mantua hook and loop couplers which 
are still listed, you might write to 
Tyco at Woodbury Heights, N.J., and 
ask if they still have instruction 
sheets for mounting these in various 
situations.

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f..DELAYED ACTION UNCOUPLER 


Dummy couplers are simply metal 
or plastic castings which look like 
couplers, and can be coupled by hand, 
but which neither couple nor un- 
couple AUTOMATICALLY. People 
who just cannot make their automa- 
tic couplers stay coupled very often 
change to dummy couplers and en- 
joy operation that is smooth, at least 
in that respect. They are good where 
you do not break up a train, as on an 
exhibition layout or one where you 
do not intend to do way-freight 
switching. They are quite often used 
on model passenger trains which need 
not be broken up, but to which a car 
or so may be added at one time or 
another. Such a train might have all 
dummy couplers, but automatic 
couplers of your choice on front of 
the baggage or mail car and at the 
rear of the observation or other last 
car. Thus automatic coupler equipped 
engines can couple to either end 
easily. 

Drawbars are permanent couplers. 
American made model steam locos 
will often have a fibre draw-bar be- 
tween engine and tender, to remove 
this, you must invert the pair and re- 
move a screw. Japanese made model 
steam locos have a “wireless draw- 
bar” which slips over a pin on the 
tender (or engine) and both couples 
the two together and carries the 
electricity picked up by the tender 
(which on American locos is carried 
by a wire). The drawbar idea may 
be extended to groups of cars or even

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to entire trains, doing away with 
coupler maintence and expense and 
whatever danger of accidental un- 
coupling remains after maintenance. 
A trio of flat cars that will always 
be together, with a long load on the 
center one, could be kept together al- 
ways as in fig. 5. So, indeed, could be 
a group of reefers or tank cars—three 
or four or even twenty. So could a 
string of hopper cars, a modern “unit- 
train” shuttling between mine and 
utility. The trouble with a long per- 
manently coupled string of such cars 
is that in the event of a major wreck, 
you have one awfully awkward string 
of cars to handle. I suggest some 
couplers in the train for that reason. 
Ideally drawbars should run between 
one truck center and the next so that 
even on sharp curves pull is trans- 
mitted directly and not at an angle. 
Passenger trains may also be perma- 
nently coupled with drawbars, fig. 6. 

As to trucks themselves, my own 
preference is for metal wheels, al- 
most always brass, sometimes nickel 
plated or blackened for appearance. 
Some of the lower priced trucks do 
have very good plastic wheels which 
roll well. My suggestion is that you 
try various makes of trucks from the 
cheapest to the most expensive and 
see which gives you the best results, 
then concentrate on that for replace- 
ments and for home-made cars. Since 
freight trucks in HO are available 
from $1.50 down to less than half of 
that price, the most expensive must 
be pretty darned good to sell as well 
as they do. Indeed they are. 

Sprung trucks or rigid trucks? I 
have a preference for rigid ones my- 
self, but do feel that sprung trucks 
are more forgiving of irregularities 
in assembly, in mounting, and in the 
track. They are probably to be pre- 
fered. 

The wheels of all trucks tend to 
pick up “gunk” from the rails in the 
course of several months running, 
some more than others. Hence your 
wheels should be cleaned off with a 
manicurist’s “orange stick” if there 
is the least sign of dirt. 

Journals should be lubricated at 
least every month, but very sparingly

Lionel freight cars are often by- 
passed by collectors who often rate 
them as something less than standard 
Lionel quality of the early 30’s. This 
is unfortunate because several of the 
cars are scarce and hard to come by, 
and also because so few of Lionel’s 
cars were products of lithography. 
It might also be added that these cars 
also more or less mark the end of the 
famed Ives Company. 

Series 1677 - 1678 - 1679 - 1680 - 1682 

were added to the Lionel line in 1933, 
holdovers from a short period when 
they were the middle sized O gauge 
cars in the Ives line. 8 inches in 
length, the cars had 4-wheel trucks 
with black journals and latch coup- 
lers. The original Ives cars had cop- 
per journals and were also equipped 
with the Lionel latch couplers. The 
latch coupler gave way in the late 
30’s to the box coupler. 
The box coupler is not to be con- 
fused with the box automatic coupler 
which was never applied to the 1677- 
1682 series cars, but was found on 
the later 2677-2682 cars. 

The cars were made of sheet steel 
—‘“tinplate” and lithographed at first 
in bright colors. Gondola car 1677 
was a light blue. No. 1680 Oil Tank 
Car was finished in aluminum with 
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Sunoco decal lettering. No. 1679 Box 
Car was a bright yellow. First with 
the Lionel Lines oval herald virtual- 
ly identical to the earlier Ives car, 
and later with special Baby Ruth 
candy bar lettering. Caboose No. 1682 
came in bright red with simulated 
steel sides and cream colored window 
trim. 

The colors changed later with the 
oil car taking on the orange hue and 
big letters of Shell. A Baby Ruth 
candy bar illustration was added to 
the box car. 

Most interesting of all is the change 
in the No. 1682 caboose which later 
emerged in a brown lithographed 
version with NYC lettering as a wood 
sheathed car in place of the earlier 
steel version. Except for the addi- 
tion of box couplers, the car was 
otherwise the same. 

Except for the cattle car which was 
cataloged only in 1933, the other cars 
Jasted until the 1942 catalog, at which 
time production stopped on all trains 
until 1946. 

The second set of cars, Nos. 1717- 
1719-1721-1722, also claimed Ives- 
Irvington parentage, and strangely, 
were never cataloged. An inch longer 
than the deluxe Lionel 810 series 
cars, the 1717 series were also litho- 
graphed and had the same general 
construction as the 1677 series cars. 

The No. 1717 Gondola was a spar- 
kling tan color with brown simulated 
bracing. Latch couplers were stand- 
ard, which later gave way to the 
manual box couplers. Second car in 
the series was the No. 1719 Box Car 
lithographed in light green, with a 
blue roof and orange door and door 
tracks. The ladders were _ brass. 

Although the 1678 was catalogued, 
we have been unable to turn up any 
actual samples of either the 1678 or 
the 1721 in any known collection, de- 
spite some leads which did turn up 
the earlier Ives versions. If these two 
lithographed cattle cars with their 
unpunched sides were ever made, 
they are extremely rare. We doubt 
that they were ever produced as 
Lionel cars. 

The No. 1722 Caboose completed 
the set, offered in orange with ma- 
roon roof and cream colored window 
trim. The No. 1722 is also found in a 
red shade. 

The 1717 series gave Lionel a 
group of large cars which could be 
made up into special low priced sets 
for department stores. Lou Redman 
dates the cars as 1935 through 1938 
although some may have been sold 
after that date. 

Because Lionel generally avoided 
lithography, widely used by the com- 
petitors of the day even in some of 
their deluxe lines; these Lionel of- 
ferings should be of interest to the 
collector. =]

so that the oil doesn’t drip down on 
the rails and cause slippage and dirt 
problems. Get yourself an oiler which 
delivers only a tiny dot of oil each 
time, and slip it between wheel and 
truck frame, putting the dot as near 
the journal as possible. 

Trucks should be free-rotating and 
level. If your kingpin (truck mount- 
ing screw) is too tight, the truck may 
be reluctant to turn and may cause a 
derailment at the-next curve. A too- 
loose mounting screw will let the car 
tip a little one way or the other, per- 
haps leading to a derailment or un- 
coupling — no fault of the coupler. 
Some trucks have little springs 
around the kingpin to keep trucks 
tight but not too tight. Trucks some- 
times are found not level when (a) 
the truck mounting screw or pin is 
not at right angles to the car floor, 
and (b) when the side frames are not 
at right angles to the crosspiece or 
bolster. If side-frames are attached 
with a screw draw up tight, the side- 
frames can become twisted in rela- 
tion to each other. If they are attached 
with springs, the loss of one or two 
springs can let the side-frames and 
bolster come out of alignment. 

Keep your eye out for these: (a)

wheels that are not in gauge, almost 
unheard of these days, but sometimes 
found; if you cannot correct the con- 
dition, discard the wheel set and re- 
place it; (b) wheels not set squarely 
on the axles or axles that are bent, 
if you cannot fix replace; (c) off- 
center wheels are not very common 
but have been found particularly 
where there is a center bushing for 
insulation; (d) oversized flanges cause 
trouble on a railroad that is set up for 
NMRA standard flanges or regular or 
RP-25 profile. Oversized flanges, may 
sometimes cause bumps against spikes 
or at plastic frogs but usually not 
serious enough to derail the train. 
When it is feasible, replace the wheels 
with big flanges with NMRA standard 
wheels. Research which resulted in 
the smaller RP-25 flange indicated 
that with half-way decent track, 
there were no more derailments than 
with the regular NMRA flange. Code 
10 track should accept virtually any 
type wheel. 

When you have sharp curves, you 
may sometimes have interference be- 
tween a turning truck and a coupler 
draft gear housing on the curve. This 
means either larger curves or a 
skeletonizing of the draft-gear box 
by cutting away unessential parts 
with a jewelers saw. If you are using 
any Kadee couplers you can change 
to the  short-shank  single-scréw- 


mounting variety (K-6, 7, 8, etc.), 
really intended for the front end of 
locomotives. These have no draft gear 
box. 

You should use common sense in 
making up your train. If you ever ran 
tin-plate trains as a kid, you probably 
know the folly of putting a flat car 
next to the engine, followed by a 
string of heavier cars. On a sharp 
curve, the light flat car will tip and 
you have a wreck! In scale railroading 
you can put weight under the floor 
in the form of linotype slugs or strips 
of steel and help make a flat-car 
heavier. Generally four ounces is sug- 
gested as a good weight, for a freight 
car. 

Because of their great weight, of 
course all real railroad cars stay on 
the track better and roll better than 
model cars. If you choose to make 
a very heavy HO car, it will similarly 
stay on the track and roll better, BUT 
you cannot pull as many, hence the 
suggested 4 oz. weight is a compro- 
mise. I well remember the old John 
English HObbyline die cast passenger 
cars, later made in plastic by his 
firm as well as Penn-Line. Even 
when equipped with Central Valley 
trucks it was all a Penn-Line K-4, a 
darned powerful loco, could do to 
pull three of them up a 3% grade. 
Weight can be carried too far. 

Nearly every model rail of any 
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experience accumulates more cars 
than he can comfortably and realisti- 
cally accommodate on his railroad. 
So a winnowing process should con- 
stantly be taking place, with the 
least satisfactory cars (from the 
standpoint of operation and appear- 
ance) being laid aside and the better 
ones retained. The laid-up cars can 
be upgraded if needed or desired, or 
else sold or swapped to some one who 
needs cars. (The same, by the way, 
applies to locomotives.) 

I have previously mentioned that 
you should avoid stunting with your 
trains, particularly when company is 
present. Perhaps a 100 car train will 
work, but there are then 200 trucks, 
800 wheels ready to go off the track 
and gum the works, not to mention 
200 couplers (if you are not using 
drawbars) ready to uncouple or pull 
out. And I have mentioned that back- 
ing a train through a succession of 
switches is to be avoided. Certainly 
it can be done if you want to work 
over the track, the switches and the 
cars a great deal, but why invite 
trouble? Many model rails of ex- 
perience will show off their layouts 
by running light engines (i.e., without 
train) around—a matter of caution, 
really, since short trains could be run 
on any of the pikes I have in mind, 
without a qualm. Pet

titions removable I was later able to 
photograph a sort of cutaway view 
showing the facilities. There can be 
made quite easily from ordinary 
chalk (white). Use a small scroll saw 
to cut objects roughly to size ano 
shape, then with razor blade, sand- 
paper files and a %” drill bit held in 
the fingers, you can fashion almost 
anything desired. 

The partitions are of 1/16” balsa 
and can be added as soon as you’ve 
cemented the other two walls in 
place. The rear partitions, 13’ high, 
also serve to support the rear of the 
flat roof at the proper height. A 
strip across the front supports the 
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front end. The roof, of %” balsa, is 
1314’ x 23’, painted a dark gray on 
the topside and then rubbed with 
graphite powder. The chimney is of 
balsa, 2’x 2’x 10’, scribed up 8’ into 
brick and painted boxcar red, with 
a stovepipe protruding another three 
feet at the top. 

Barbershop windows are seldom 
put to any use other than to hold a 
placard or two and maybe some 
magazines.

Last Runs 

Frank C. Ellison, Baton Rouge, La. 
One of the great model railroaders, 
Frank’s famed outside 3rd rail Delta 
Lines has become a legend. Author 
of countless articles on model rail- 
roading, his features appeared in both 
“Railroad Model Craftsman” and 
“Toy Trains,” in addition to “Model 
Railroader” and “Model Builder.”

Francis P. Bumann: Could you please 
furnish me with the address of the 
Fleischmann HO train manufacturers.

Slippage On Hills 
Several Readers: For some reason my 
locos won’t climb the grades on my 
railroad although they do well on 
level surfaces. The grades on my 
pike are not excessive. Also, I keep 
my engines in good shape, oiled, and 
all. 
ANSWER: Very likely your problem 
is one which we saw repeated on just 
about every HO manufacturer’s dis- 
play pike at the recent Chicago hobby 
show. Oil and grease from loco- 
motive lubrication dripped just 
enough gunk on the rails to make 
them slippery, causing loss of trac- 
tion. Once the people manning the 
displays wiped the rails clean, es- 
pecially on the grades, the locos 
walked right up without difficulty. 
Incidentally, in every single oper- 
ating display at the Chicago show, 
the same locos performed day after 
day without a flaw. Most of the de- 
railments were caused by visitors 
accidentally bumping into the dis- 
play tables. 


Derailing In Reverse 

H. Ryan: I am new in model rail- 
roading and need help. My trouble is 
that trains, in reverse, jump the track 
at switch frogs. These are all remote 
control except for one with manual 
control, and are mounted on cork 
roadbed. ; 

ANSWER: Possibly some slight ad- 
justment is needed at your switches, 


but if derailment is at the frogs, it 
doesn’t matter how the switches are 
controlled. The type of roadbed is 
also no concern. One answer might 
be to try high speed closed frog 
switches, available from your dealer, 

The real answer may well be that 
you are running equipment through 
your switches in reverse at too high 
a speed. Real railroaders take it easy 
going through switches, except on 
very long high speed switches, and 
even then they are not backing 
through switches but are going for- 
ward. Slow down going through 
switches and see if your problem 
doesn’t vanish. 

Flickering Lights 

O. McKinnon: I have lights installed 
in most of my passenger cars, some 
at the factory, some from lighting 
kits, some concocted by me, all pick- 
ing up through the trucks. However 
as the train runs around they flicker 
on an off, dim and bright quite a 
bit. This is o.k. for an oil-lamp lit 
caboose, but not for passenger cars. 
What suggestions? 

ANSWER: Having clean rubbing 
plates of trucks and bolsters is a 
great help, as are clean wheels. Some 
fellows arrange light pick-up springs 
to rub the backs of the uninsulated 
wheels or the axles. 

Our best suggestion is to wire sev- 
eral cars together so that the front 
truck of each of two or three cars 
picks up, the rear truck of each of 
three cars returns, all front trucks 
being wire together, all rear trucks 
being wired together. Light flexible 
hook-up wire (by Kemtron, Pittman, 
etc.) can be run between the cars 
and dummy couplers can be used 
between them too since they will be 
kept as a group.

ANSWER: Some people cut screws 
shorter with cutting pliers or tin- 
snips, while others use razor or 
jewelers saws. But the big thing to 
remember is to run a nut (of the 
same thread of course) up on the 
screw before cutting. If the end re- 
quires filing or stoning to flatten it 
out, do so. THEN run the nut off the 
serew. This will chase the thread so 
that it can be used without difficulty. 


Two Foot Gauge Modeling 

W. DeSalles: After reading Moody’s 
book on Maine two foot gauge rail- 
roads, I’d like to model the old 
WWE&F. What equipment is available 
in HO? 

ANSWER: None. However a few 
modelers pioneering the gauge have 
built successful operating layouts. 
Remember that HOn2 has a track 
gauge of only 7 mm. which is mighty 
tiny. You’ll have to do a lot of work 
in your shop and a lathe or Unimat 
would be handy. 

It might be somewhat easier 
modeling in On2 gauge, where the 
track gauge would be an almost giant 
one half inch. On2 modelers, of which 
there are some, are often able to 


make use of HO drive units and even 
some HO locomotives. Naturally, cer- 
tain fittings and the cab must be 
changed to conform to quarter inch 
scale standards. 

Several firms also offer HO nar- 
row gauge equipment operating on 
000 track having a gauge of 9mm., 
and of course, an ample supply of 
HOn3 equipment is available com- 
mercially. Suggest you also refer to 
articles in Jan. ’61 RMC by Bruce 
Bowden and April 1961 RMC by E. 
Hansen, both of HOn2. 


Combining Brass and Nickel Silver 
H. Lawdon: I would like to convert 
from brass rail to nickel silver on 
my new layout but have much brass 
track and special work I am not fi- 
nancially able to replace immediate- 
ly. Can I combine the two types of 
rail? 

ANSWER: Certainly. If you’re wor- 
ried about electrolysis, no trouble 
can be expected. Most folks won’t 
even notice the two types of rail in 
use especially after the track has 
been in service for some months. 
Maybe you could restrict the brass 
track -to yards, tunnels, €@tc.

Atlas has replaced its former line 
of cork roadbed for HO with a new 
versatile rubber roadbed sold in 36 
inch lengths. The samples tested at 
RMC’s Test Track closely approximate 
in color the tannish-grey color of the 
prototype Erie-Lackawanna Railroad 
outside the RMC editorial windows. 
The material has a texture similar to 
cork, being made of rubber bits fused 
together and then slit to standard HO 
roadbead shape. 


The new rubber roadbed is a high- 
ly flexible material, thus doing away 
with the need of having the roadbed 
cut in two halves for laying into 
curves. The rubber roadbed will bend 
into curves far less than the 18” gen- 
erally accepted as standard by many 
modelers. 

Installation of the rubber roadbed 
is easy on either solid table tops or 
on open bench framework. Modelers 
using sectional track first lay out 
the track in the exact design desired. 
Two spacer jigs provided in the road- 
bed carton are than attached to two

nique of dry mounting described 
earlier. Properly done, the insert 
should be barely noticeable. Road- 
bed butting into the home made 
switchblock should have small wedges 
eut out of each section so as to butt 
together neatly. 

Crossing blocks could be cut in 
several ways: by undercutting or by 
cutting diamond shaped X’s in the 
roadbed. 

Track is fastened using long spikes 
which will drive through the rubber 
roadbed into the sub-roadbed below. 
Snap Track users could also use 
small brads or very thin screws. 

Modelers who lay their own track 
or who use flexi-track can possibly 
dispense with the precise ritual of 
roadbed laying required of sectional 
track users but other techniques re- 
main constant. 

We checked into the question of 
the rubber roadbed drying out, a fear 
that is groundless. Atlas engineers 
have given the roadbed a four year 
test, after which time the material 
still retained its flexibility. but had 
gotten a bit dusty. 

Atlas rubber roadbed is also avail- 
able in half width sections for use as 
a rubber roadway shoulder. Atlas 
Rubber Roadbed No. R2 lists at 40 
cents per 36 inch section, 6 strips per 
earton with two spacer jigs, tem- 
plates, and full instructions.

would be suitable for all scales TT 
or smaller. It would be a bit small 
for HO with its 4% boards per scale 
HO foot. 

Gil Melle’s forthcoming concrete 
arch viaduct model prompted some 
comment from Jim Doyle regarding 
still another sheet wood shape he has 
available and which has been sold 
primarily thus far to architects build- 
ing models of poured concrete struc- 
tures. This shape is wood siding hav- 
ing a concrete with form imprint de- 
sign therein. Architects today con- 
sider it good form to have poured 
concrete with the wood form design 
showing and even specify that it 
show in models being made for 
clients. Northeastern offers this in 
1/16, 1/8, and 3/16” spacing. 


Norfolk & Western Y-6B 2-8-8-2: HO 
Imported by Associated Hobby Man- 
ufacturers, Inc., 3204L North Boudinot 
St., Philadelphia, Pa. 19134. 

The first mass produced ready-to- 
run articulated steam locomotive in 
the low price field has turned out 
not only much better than expected, 
but is simply terrific at its price. 
AHM’s big new N&W Y-6B 2-8-8-2 
is made in Italy by Rivarossi. The 
engine is designed to take 18” radius 
curves and does so with ease. As de- 
livered, the loco should be able to 
haul from 30-40 cars, and has. 

Black plastic molding with ex- 
quisite detail are used extensively in 
top and bottom of superstructure, 
cylinders, pilot assembly, and tender. 
Metal parts are used where required 
as in the frames, wheels, valve gear, 
and drive. The result is a locomotive 
model which even the advanced 
modeler could own and operate with 
pride and certainty. 

The locomotive is offered in three 
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NORFOLK 





choices of lettering, all prototypically 
correct. Both the Pennsylvania and 
Rio Grande acquired Y-6B’s from 
the N&W during World War 2. 

The drive enables the engine to 
take 18” radius curves without boiler 
overhang problems which would or- 
dinarily have the smokebox sweep- 
ing clear the next curve. The loco 
has each of the driver sections pivoted 
to swing individually, much like car 
trucks, thus eliminating much of the 
overhang problem. This is not true to 
prototype, but the prototype would 
also never be required to operate on 
curves as sharp as the model rail of 
necessity must. 

Length of engine and tender is 
15%4” with a total wheel base one 
inch less. Weight of the locomotive 
is only 15 oz. The tender weighs in 
at 3 oz. There is ample weight in the 
locomotive for more weight if de- 
sired but it may not be needed in 
most cases since all sixteen drivers 
are powered and two of the drivers, 
one in each set, are equipped with 
neoprene tires for added traction. 
Should the locomotive be required 
to do much backing through switches, 
another ounce or two weight could 
be added to the tender by removing 
the drawbar pin at front and the 
coupler mounting screw at rear. 

We were curious to see what the 
drive looked like and it required 
some study to figure out just how 
the superstructure could be re- 
moved. As it turned out, the job is 
easy. Remove handrails at rear of 
can by twisting inward and pulling 
out. There is one large headed screw 
under the superstructure, just ahead 
of the rear driver set, easily reached 
by twisting the drivers to one side. 

The front mounting screw is con- 
cealed by the top of the feedwater 
heater box just ahead of the stack 
(the stack has the correct forward 
slant, we might remark), which pries 
off revealing the screw. Take out 
these two screws and the super- 
structure pops off. 

The photo shows what comes to 
view. A 3-pole motor located at a 
slight angle in the cab attaches to a 
shaft running almost the full length 
of the locomotive. Attached to the 
shaft are two plastic gearboxes and 
two universal joints (tubing) which 
act to reduce the radius required 
and also to cut vibration. 

At two points along the shaft, be- 
tween the 3rd and 4th drivers of 
each group of drivers, are two plastic 
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gear boxes with bronze bearings con- 
taining worms and gears. These 
drive vertical shafts, which by means 
of a still different type of universal 
joint, mesh with the geared drivers 
via helical gears. The universals 
here allow for swileling of the units. 

Electrical pick-up is via the tender 
trucks. Connection to the engine in 
means of a flexible wire plugging in 
to the tender. We have been advised 
that future engines will have a wire- 
less draw bar arrangement, as well 
as some changes in the undercar- 
riage. A wire snakes its way for- 
ward to the working headlight. 

The Y-6B should furnish the basis 
for many conversions although the 
first to come to our attention was a 
slight modification involving sub- 
stitution of a large Worthington feed 
water heater on the left side for the 
one ahead of the stack, resulting in 
a Y-6A. 

The smoothness and quietness of 
this giant cannot be overemphasized. 
The description of the Rube Gold- 
berg style drive might lead you to 
think otherwise, but it is clear that 
over in Como, Italy there is engineer- 
ing genius that could not only think 
up this drive but arrange it to op- 
erate efficiently and quietly. 

Wheels and drivers are NEP stand- 
ard, and the locomotive operated 
without difficulty over several makes 
of commercial sectional track, as well 
as NMRA standard track using code 
100 rail. The locomotive is not recom- 
mended for use on smaller code 70 
rail. 

The Y-6B started as a USRA de- 
sign and became so popular on the 
Norfolk & Western that the road

smooth flat surfaces, with a very 
fine sand paper, the finest obtainable. 
Such a light sanding often means the 
difference between a good model 
and one that is outstanding. 

The car body has box type wood 
construction, to which is cemented 
the scribed siding. Smaller wood 
parts must be cut or trimmed to the 
correct size using a modeler’s knife 
(X-Acto, Strombecker) with a new 
sharp blade. Be sure to let the scribed 
siding dry thoroughly to the car body 
using larger pieces of flat wood and 
rubber bands as a clamp. This will 
eliminate any chances of the sides 
warping or bellying out. 

Our model was patterned after the 
round end cars of the Cincinnati & 
Lake Erie.The modelercan alter the 
kit to square end with or without 
end doors, inside or outside hung 
doors, and even rounded or flat roof 
ends. Instructions show most of the 
variations which are possible in de- 
tail with drawings and _ isometric 
views which do not leave you 
guessing. 

As you might have gathered, this 
is a craftsman type kit loaded with 
high quality wood and metal parts. 
Castings are Zamac, truss rods are 
made from copper wire. Trucks and 
couplers are not included. The proto- 
type cars usually were equipped with 
arch bar trucks, while couplers might 
be either traction or AAR type. The 
model will accept dummy, Kadee, or 
horn type with equal ease. The pro- 
totype coupler on cars equipped with 
radial ends would be able to swing 
wide so that the car could be pulled 
around sharp city streets. Modelers 
might prefer to mount their coupler 
in the universal gear box so as not 
to loose the benefit of automatic 
coupling and uncoupling. 

RMC’s Traction Planbook came in 
handy as a detail check for both sup- 
plemental car plans and several pro- 
totype photos. Both Champion Decals, 
P.O. Box 1178, North Dakota (cata- 
log 50c) and Walthers, 1245 N. Water 
St., Milwaukee, Wis.
